SUNDAY MORNING CHATS 


As the foghorn voice of the night lino- 
type operator floats into this *“den,’’ de- 
manding more copy,.and I grab up the 
latest papers to see what is going on in 
the world, I get sick and disgusted. There 
is nothing in them but polities, graft
